None  are  employed  by  your  Council,  or 
directly  subsidised  by  your  Council,  but  two  are  employed  by 
Voluntary  Associations. 

Maternity  cases  from  the  district,  by  special  arrange- 
ment, can  be  sent  into  the  Bridgend  Maternity  Hon^e,  and 
below  are  the  regulations  and  scale  of  charges  decided  upon 
by  the  Council ; —

which'  should  be  demanded,  irrespective  of  the 
period  for  which  the  patient  remains  in  the  Home. 

(e)  Persons  earning  an  income  of  £4  16s.  or  over,  should 

pay  the  full  fees.

Immediately  a maternal  death  is  registered,  an  investi- 
gation into  the  cause  of  death  takes  place.  The  home  con- 
ditions are  enquired  into,  especially  in  regard  to  the  following: 

(a)  Number  in  family. 

(b)  Financial  position. 

(c)  Housing  conditions. 


• (d)  Occupation  of  both  parents. 

(e)  Diseases  or  illness  from  -which  mother  has 
suffered. 

(f)  The  difficulty  or  otherwise  of  previous  confine- 
ments, a;nd  help  required  at  all  such  confinements 

The  midwife  in  attendance  upon  the  case  is  interviewed 
and  the  following  particulars  obtained: — 

(1)  Number  of  visits  made  by  midwife  previous  to 
labour  commencing. 

(2)  Number  of  times  urine  was  examined,  and  the 
results  thereof. 

(3)  The  results  of  any  ante-natal  examinations. 

The  medical  practitioner  in  attendance  upon  the  case 
is  visited,  and  any  particulars  given  by  him  in  regard  to  the 
case  are  noted. 

A form  giving  in  detail  an  account  of  each  case  is  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

After  a notification  of  the  above  disease,  a visit  is  paid 
to  the  home  and  to  the  medical  attendant.  In  every  case  the 
following  facilities  are  offered: — 

(a)  The  services  of  a Specialist,  whose  fee  is  paid  by 
the  Local  Authority,'  except  in  those  cases  where 
the  financial  position  is  such  that  this  payment  is 
not  required. 

(;b)  Isolation  and  treatment  at  the  Isolation  Hospital, 
Cefn  Hirgoed. 

Post-Natal  Attendances. 

In  addition  to  those  shown  in  Table  17,  many  mothers 
were  given  post-natal  advice  at  the  various  Child  Welfare 
Clinics. 

Dent2il  Treatment. 

During  the  year,  by  arrangement  with  the  Glamorgan 
Edu'catioin  Oo.mmittee.  20  cases  reiceived  Dental  Treatment ; 
uf  thcise  cases  11  were  chiklren  under  five  years  of  age,  .and  9 
were  expectant  or  nursing  mothers. 

The  cost  of  the  treatment  was  as  follows: — 

(a)  For  dental  treatment:  (1)  Mothers,  3s.  6d.  per 
case.  (2)  Children,  3d.  per  case. 

(b)  For  dentures:  £2  17s.  Od.  for  a complete  denture, 
and  for  partial  dentures  a lesser  cost,  determined 
by  the  size  of  the  denture. 
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For  the  year,  the  total  cost  was  made  up  as  follows : — 
Children  under  five  years  of  age,  2/9;  ppectapt  Or  nursing 
mothers  J£1  11s.  6d. ; total  £1  14s.  3d.  of  which  a^Ii  was' paid 
by  parents. 

(ii)  Institutional  Provision  for  Mothers  or  Children. 

There  is  none  provided. 

(iii)  Health  Visitors. 

■Five  fuul-tia-ne  Health  Visitors  are  employed. 

As  soon  as  possible  after  each  child  (whose  birth  has 
been  notified)  has  reached  the  age  of  fourteen  days,  the  home 
is  visited  by  one  of  the  Health  Visitors.  Thereafter,  a visit 
is  paid  every  four  weeks  until  the  child  has  reached  the  age 
of  three  months.  From  three  months  onwards  to  five  years 
of  age,  the  child  is  visited  once  every  three  months. 

The  above  applies,  of  course,  only  in  cases  where,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Health  Visitor,  the  child  is  making  satisfactory 
progress. 

In  those  cases  where  the  Medical  Officer  of  the  appro- 
priate Infant  Welfare  Centre  or  Health  Visitor  thinks  that 
more  frequent  visits  are  necessary,  this  is  done.  If  requested 
by  the  Medical  Practitioners,  more  visits  are  paid  in  special 
cases.

The  Local  Authority  advertised  that  in  their  area  the 
Aledical  Officer  of  Health  was  to  be  the  person  to  whom 
notices  under  Part  I.  of  the  Act  must  be  sent.

The  Health  Visitors  make  visits  to  all  known  cases  at 
regular  intervals  until  the  children  have  reached  the  ag’e  of

SECTION  C. 

1. — Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 

(1)  Water. 

The  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  was  established  in 
1920,  and  took  over  the  various  water  undertakings  and 
started  to  function  on  January  1st,  1921.  The  mains  of  the 
Board  are  now  laid  within  every  Parish  of  the  Penybont 
Rural  District  Council,  with  the  exception  of  Sker. 

During  the  year  1941,  ten  Chlorination  Plants  were  in- 
stalled in  concrete  houses  at  the  Upland  sources  of  the 
Board’s  supply — all  of  which  have  been  functioning  satis- 
fattiorily  during  1944. 

No  new  sources  of  water  supply  have  been  brought 
into  use,  nor  extension  of  mains  carried  out  in  the  Penybont 
District  during  the  past  year. 

The  Board  have  been  able  to  maintain  a pure,  satis- 
factory and  continuous  supply  of  water  in  all  districts,  with 
the  exception  of  a few  isolated  properties  at  high  levels, 
where  there  has  been  occasional  interruptions  of  supply. 

The  Chlorination  Plants  now  operating  in  connection 
with  all  the  main  sources  of  supply  continue  to  work 
efficiently,  and  each  of  the  forty-eight  samples  submitted 
from  the  various  sources  to  the  County  Laboratory  • for 
analyses  have  produced  satisfactory  reports.  In  addition, 
tests  taken  daily  at  Schwyll,  and  nearly  as  frequently  in  the 
Upland  sources,  indicate  that  adequate  treatment  of  Chlorine 
is  given. 

Quality  of  Water. 

The  analysis  of  the  water  from  upland  sources  is 
generally  fairly  satisfactory,  with  the  exception  of  samples 
taken  after  heavy  storm  periods.  The  folloAving  is  a typical 
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analysis  of  the  Mid-Olaniorgan  Water  Board  s Supply  from 
the  Dymibath  Supply.

The  chemiical  and  microscopical  characters  show  no 
evidence  of  any  organic  contamination. 

Thirty-two  samiples  of  water  for  bacteriollogiica!!  and 
chemical  examinations  were  submitted  to  the  County  Analyst 
'during  the  'year  by  the  Penybont  Cbuneil.  .Ninety-five 
samples  were  submitted  by  the  Water  .Board. 

There  is  an  ample  supply  of  water  for  the  district. 


There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Mid- 
Glamorgan  Water  Board  and  the  Penybont  District  Council, 
and  I have  had  the  greatest  help  from  the  Manager  of  the 
Water  Board  in  regard  to  all  matters  connected  with  the 
Board’s  Supply.

PrevaJence  of,  and  Control  over,  Infectious  and 
Other  Diseases. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
1944  was  a decrease  over  that  o(f  ,1943. 

The  actual  number  of  each  disease  can  be  seen  from  the 
appropriate  table. 

Scarlet  Fever  shows  a slight  decrease.  The  disease  was 
of  a miM  type.  Of  the  68  eases  noltified,  38  were  removed  to 
Hospital  because  of  no  suitable  accommodation  in  the  home, 
and  in  a few  instances  because  the  mother  was  pregnant. 
Very  few  complications  developed  amongst  these  cases  of 
Scarlet  Fever.  The  average  length  of  stay  in  hospital  was 
under  four  weeks. 

iDiphtheria  .s.hoiwed  la  decrease  over  1943.  T\\x>  deafths 

occurred  from  this  disease.  All  the  cases  were  treated  in 
hospital.  Diphtheria  immunisation  is  carried  out  at  the 
Penybont  Council  Offices-,  Bridgend,  and  at  Kenfig  Hill  Infant 
Welfare  Clinic,  and  clinics  were  held  three  times  weekly. 
Durinig  1944,  449  children  were  imimuuiise'd,  af  which  59 
were  schio'of  childrem,  aind  390  pre-sth.o'ol  children.  Thirty-nine 
children  started  the  treatment  and  did  not  have  the  second  or 
third  injeictions.  Either  Alum  Precipitated  Toxin  (B.  W.  & 
Co.  A.P.T.)  or,  in  children  over  12  years.  Toxoid  Anti  Toxin 
Fl'Oiccules  (B.  W.  & Co.  TA.F.)  was  u'sed.  There  were  120 
children  re-immunised. 

The  Probationer  Nurses  at  the  TsoHtion  Hospital  are 
also  immunised  against  diphtheria.  ' 

No  Measles  serum  for  propylaxis  was  used  in  the  district. 

.All  cases  of  measles  and  whooping  cough  under  five 
years  of  age  are  visited  by  the  Health  Visitors,.  Two  cases 
of  Measles  were  admitted  into  Hospital. 

All  the  cases  of  malaria  notified  were  induced  cases. 

Where  any  cases  of  scarlet  fever  are  treated  at  home,  the 
Sanitary  Inspectors  visit  as  frequentlv  as  they  think  necessary 

There  is  no  provision  made  at  present  for  the  typing  of 
pneumococci.  .All  cases  of  pneumonia  are  not  notified. 

Head  teachers  are  advised  of  all  cases  notified  amongst 
school  children  and  those  living  in  the  same  house.

MEAT  AND  OTHER  FOODS  INSPECTION. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  present  system  of  centralised 
slaughtering,  w'hich  was  brought  albout  during  the  war,  will 
continue  in  the  future,  as  there  is  no  d'oulblt  albaut  it  that  meat 
inspection  is  more  efficiently  carried  out  under  this  system. 

The  meat  supply  for  thiC  area  is  obtamed  from  two 
Central  Depots,  one  at  Port  Talbot  which  supplies  Pyle, 
Kenffig  Hill  and  Cefn  districts,  and  tbe  other  at  Bridgend 
which  supp'ies  the  remaining  parts  of  the  area. 

Generally,  the  meat  supplied  by  these  Depots  has  been 
of  reasonably  good  quality. 

The  slaugihtering  of  bacon  pigs  by  farmers  and  house- 
hoJiders  for  their  own  ■conisumption  continues. 

■None  oif  the  .priviately  owned  slau.ghter-houses  are  notw 
used  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  licensed,  apart 
from  the  slaughter-houses  at  the  Angelton  and'  Parc  Gfwyllt 
Mental  Hospita’s,  where  sliaughtering  of  animals  is  carried 
out  solely  for  the  needs  of  those  Institutions. 

Much  of  the  foodstuffs  icondemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  due  to  floolding  of  fcxid  stoires  during 
hea,vy  rain  periods  in  the  autumn.

As  much  time  as  posisible  was  given  during  the  year  .to 
the  extermination  cxf  rats  in  the  area. 

Uuifortunately,  the  problem  could  not  be  tackled  a,s  one 
would  wish,  as  it  Was  not  possible  to  give  the  necessariy  time 
to  this ; one  of  the  many  important  sections  oif  the  .public 
health  services,  that  should  be  given.  However,  a great 
number  of  these  rodent  pests  hiave  been  effectively  dealt 
with  by  baiting  with  different  poisoned  baits  arid  gassing 
operations. 

We  have,  on  occasions,  co-operated  with  the  County 
War  Agricultural  Executive  Com.mittee  with  a view  to  ex- 
tenminiating  rats  by  Joint  action  in  a particuiTar  district. 

The  treatment  olf  rats  in  sewers,  using  the  Ministry  of 
Fa'od'’s  methods,  was  commenced  during  sthe  year.
